portation. Many thought that ships, trucks, bus: 
and planes would supersede them. The war settled the 
debate once and for all. Had the railroads not been 
ready for the emergency, the United States would 
have been confronted with military defeat. The rail- 
roads are the only means of hauling the crushing 
of men, weapons, food, heavy equipment, fuel, tools 
and the tens of thousands of other items that sustain 
modern mobile warfare. They are the only means of 
maintaining mass transportation without which there 


[] 


could not be mass production. This is the lesson that; 


war has taught. 

And now that the questión of the rail essentiality 
has been settled, the next question is how can this 
country insure itself a permanent up-to-the-minute 
rail transportation system? The best qualified to ans- 
wer such a question would seem to be the people who 
have been responeiblé for the success with which the 
railroads have met the present emergency, the rail- 
roads themselves. Of course, it will be said that these 
people have on axe to grind. The have. They want to 
continue running the best railroads in the world. 

Railroad men would like to be assured of tax laws 
which will permit them to rehabilitate plant and 
equipment when men and materials are readily avail- 
able after the war. 

Railroad men would like to feel that the rails will 
have an opportunity to carry "that part of the total 
traffic for which they are economically best fitted on 
the basis of true costs and service." 


If the advocacy of these fundamental railroad re-!' 


quisites is grinding an axe for the railroads, then the 
country would be better off if it had more of the same 
kind of axe grinders. 


A Shocking Idea? 

A phenomenon almost beyond understanding is the 
exhibition of farm organizations in many parts of the 
country actively promoting government ownership of 
power. Its doubtful if the individual farmer himself 
really favors such solicitation of industry. 

If the government is to go into business to save the 
consumer money by producing the necessities of life 
at cost, the place to start would be in farming. Ac- 
cording to a chart in the February 9 issue of the Unit- 
ed States News, the price of food increased 47 per 
cent from August, 1939 to December, 1944 as compar- 
ed with an average rise of 28.8 per cent for all items 


in the cost of living. Electricity, in most communities, | 


ne actually gone down in price durng the same per- 
iod. ` 

The government has spent hundreds of millions of 
dollars at Grand Coulee, for example, to create a great 
hydroe'ectric plant and irrigation water for upwards 
of two million acres of land. If we are to have social- 
ized power from this vast tax ependiture, why not 
have government operated farms on the land which 
the government plans to irrigate, in order to provide 
the public food at cost, thereby saving the average 
family many dollars a^ month? 

Of course, the idea of publicly-owned farms is rath- 
er shocking to many peoplé, but there is no difference 
between the public ownership of power plants and the 
publie ownership of farms. They are all part of the 
jalistie philosophy. 

The farmers who are supposed to be the geratest ex- 
ponents-of private ownership of property, are living 
in glass houses when they throw stones at the thous- 
ands of individuals who have their savings invested in 
a private electric company instead of a private farm 

If we are to adopt state socialism in the United States 
and do away with the profit sytem, let’s start at the 
foundation of all wealth—namely, the land—for that 
is the ultimate goal of those who would socialize in- 
dustry piecemeal.

This 
concerns the railroads, beca; after the war they 
could have a high level of business, yet suffer a “pros- 
perity slump.” - 
Another concern of the rail lines is that during the 
postwar period the government may dump billions of 
dollars into subsidized air and water competition. 
Railroads are constantly facing restrictive Federal 
‘legislation. Some are threatened with antitrust suits; 
All this has a tendency to check large capital expen- 
toward gearing operations to meet the compe- 
‘tition of other forms of transport.
